But it sees, to use iti mvn 
laiijjinige, " the u.sefulnesi3 of the project 
now . put ■ forward must depend 
upon the accessibility of Hudson's 
Bay to maintain traflic." The 
Shipping Gazette is of opinion tliatliiid- 
Kon's Bay and Strait are accessible to 
inaritinio traflic, and it clearly slates 
the grounds on which it bases its 
opinion. This is what it says with re- 
spect to the navigability of Hudson's 
Bay : 

To till' ordinary mind its very name is 
assot'iatcd »vith ice and snow, and with 
jieneral climatic conditions of a seini- 
.\rctic <;hai-actL'r. It would appear, how- 
ever, that the Ijay is l.iy no means so 
blacl; as it is i)ainted. It, is, it seems, in 
a sense open lo navigation all the year 
nitind, and, thoiigli ice forms round its 
shores, this rarely extends tir more than 
ball a mile from llie luinl, and is said to 
be never so solid hut that it could be re- 
moved by an ice-breaker. Then, again, 
there is' no evidence that Ilndson'a 
Strait any iiuirc than the irrcal bay it- 
sell is acUially idnsed at any ,'-ea.'^()n. On 
the other hand, there is an ailniilled iii- 
turniplinn irniii the I'dlar ice wliii^b 
comes down from tlu! ,\rctic seas by way 
of I''i)x's .Strait from April to ,Ialy. 
These masses (d ice, when emerging; 
frotn Hudson's .strait, meet tiie icebcij^s 
from Davis's Slrait and llatlin's Jii'.y, 
and are thus retarded on their way tn 
the (leean. The general agi cement 
seems to be that though both the strait 



TIIE BUDGET DEBATE. 

The debate on the r.udt;et tliis year 
took a wide ran;,'e. The success of the 
Na'. onal Policy w,is,in point of fact, the 
main issue of the discussion. That 
policy Ikis now been in operation for 
seventeen years, and the question 
whether or not it has been benefloiul to 
the people of tliis Dominion, it will liave 
to be admitted, was a fair subject for 
discussion, as well as a most important 
one. It is finite certain that if the pre- 
dictions of its opponents when it 
was iiitruilnced had licen fullilliul 
Canatla would years ago have been a 
ruined country. On the other hand, if 
the oxpeetutions and the hopes of its ad- 
vocates had been realized tiie Dominion 
would to-day be one of the most pros- 
l'e;<):is cuitilrieB under the sun. It 
may, we lliinl;, at the outset be ailinit- 
led that the ellccts of the Xation.i! Pol- 
icy have not been as bad as its ojjpon- 
ents feared, nor so good os its ailvocates 
anticipated. The upholders of the .Na- 
tional Policy, however, are not disap- 
pointed with the results tichieved, and 
thfey see no reason for substi- 
tuting for the policy of moilciatc 
liioteclion miller wbi.tb Canada lia,s 
lirown and prospered during the last 
Beveiiteen years a policy of free trade. 
The .Montreal Gazette in its article on 
the Budget Debate takes a coniprehcn- 
sivo view of the rpiestion.

Canada is quite eiitial lo the occasion, 
and there are thutisaiids of our sturdy 
sons who wu.dd gladly undertaUc iviieat 
|)roduction there or elsewhere in the 
I'hnpire if it became worth their while. 
As a matter of fact tliere are 
millions of acres of wheat land 
in Canada waiting for occupation. 

The Canadian Northwest could with- 
out doubt supply the population of the 
Mother Country with bread; and the 
whole of the noiuinion could, with very 
little cncotirauement itnd no sacrifice to 
the nation, produce the butter and liie 
cheese to be eaten with it. 

Mr. Lang's most suggestive iiajicr 
points to a close commercial union be- 
tween the Mother Countiy and her 
Colonies and dependencies.

Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

TWENTY-SrXTir DAY. 

. Tjiuusuay, Miu-ch 5, ISOG. 

The Speiilrci- took the cliair at 2 p.m. 

Mr. McCirt'-ur jji-i-^iuiUfd a petiliou 
Irom Mic" fllinen, ami Mini; Laborers' 
rrotectivo AHHui;iali<Hi, at^iiinsr. tlio bill 
for the nalc! of .school lands. , Th(3 peti- 
tion heiii^' read and heiii|,' found to have 
but two .sij;ualures— Tho.'i'. ICuitli, presi- 
dent, and Ralph Smith, secretary— wan 
tuled out of order, at least- three' . sit;na- 
tures beinj; recinired, except in the ease 
of ineor')orated associations, when llie 
seal niui t be affixed. 

The petil ion from Kiialo miners pre- 
Bented by Mr. Humo yesterday was also 
declared to he out of order, but the 
house ilec'ided to liave it printed fortten- 
eral information. And tlie petition "pre- 
sented yesterday -by Mr. Ko^rers, from 
residents of the districtn anUiii}; for a 
resident phyHirian fur llorsellv and the 
Forks of (.iiieaiielle was ruk'.l out of 
order as involvinj; an expenditure of 
public money. 

Dit. \V.\i,ki;m presented the (irst re- 
port of iIh! printini? ci>mriiittee, amorijjst 
other thing's declaring' it inailvisahlo to 
allow returns presented to the iiouse to 
he published in the newspapers until 
they have been hiid on the members' 
desUs. 

ICAST KOOTKSAY iu:s i;]iv i;s. 

Mit. SwoiM) ui()ve<I for a " return show- 
in-; for reason -ISO, 000 acres were re- 
servedin the southeast corner of the pi-o- 
viiiee and l.'-IO,000 at I'^lk river, Mitchell 
Creek, and Coal Creek, in ICast Kootenay ; 
what the i,'oveniiiieiil purixi^es in con- 
nection with railway reserves, anil what 
the railway reserves were, referred to in 
the Hon. Chi(!f Coniniissioiu'r's answer 
to a (piestion on the 4th March ; also t he 
authority niider which. su(di reserves 
were made." Tlie mover in explanation 
said he did not think tlie spirit of the 
act authorizing reserves of land had 
be^n carried out in this case. 

Hon. Coi,. Bakkh sjioke briefly as to 
the reason for the principal reserve men- 
tioned— ;'or tlie i)iirposes of the ii. C. 
Southern Railway act ; and the motion 
was aj;reed to. 

Hon. Hit. Enuurs presented a return 
respecting joint stuclc companies iucor- 
.porated in tlie province. 

LANGLKV MUNICIfAI.ITY. 

The house aj^'ain wiMit into comniittee 
on the bill for the relief of the uiiiiiici- 
pality of Langley, Mr. Hume in tlie 
chair. The bill provides a method for 
makin-; iumv rolls of taxes due to re- 
place those destroyed bv lire ; and also 
that " all di.s|)uies shall be determined 
by the county court judge." Mr. Kit- 
chen urged that tlie disputes should 
rather be heard before the court of revi- 
sion, with the usual rii;ht of appeal to 
thejiid<;e. Hon. Mr. Eherts thouiiht 
the hill was better as it stood, particu- 
larly as copies had heeu sent to the mu- 
nicipality and they hail expre.ssed them- 
selves satisfied with it. P.ill reported 
complete with amendiuenls. 

A 1 ,n i; i!\ I w A r !■: it wo it ic s . 

Mil. Bhaiie.v moved the second read- 
ing of the Alberni Water, ICIectric and 
Teleplione Company bill. He explained 
that at the present time the oidy water 
supply obtainable is from wells, and a 
large number of houses being about to 
be erected there on iiccount of minini; 
developnient a water service will he a 
necessity es)ie(^ially for ]jrotection 
against fire. Tlie bill ask^ lor no luoim- 
poly, but only for the i)rivilegeof supply- 
iiit; these services. 

-Mil. HiTK, as the representative of 
Alherni district, strongly opposed the 
bill, which he said had been asked for 
by pei^|)le who have no interest in the 
place except perhaps a stak*; u|)oti a 
rock. Me thouubt that no sane man 
would eonteud that a water and electric 
light company is a necessity for a idace 
like Alberni with only 250 persons hviiii: 
there, and to his mind the iipplicanis 
only want this charter for speculative 
purposes — to sell out if in the two years 
that they ask in which to eonimence 
oi)erations the jilace amounts to any- 
tliing. He could si'c nothing; in the hill 
to recoiii mend it, or in .Mlierni to justifv 
sui 11 a charter as proposed. He hud 
every faith in AlOeini being a place of 
solium coiiseipieiice in the near futiU'e, 
and t herefore he d id not want to ^ee it 
handicaiiped by gi vi ng away the privi- 
leges now asked for. He therefore 
moved, seconded by Major Mutter, that 
the bill be now read this day six 
montliH." 

Dii. W'ai,ke.m supported the bill and 
criticised Mr. HulF's course in opposing 
it. 

Mr. S.MITH stated that the measure 
had been considerably modified in the 
jirivatc hills coniiiiiltee, so as to ni'-el 
the objections to it, as intnjdnceil uiid 
conserve tlie water ri;,dits of miriei-s and 
others. He therefore would vote for the 
second reading. 

Ma. Kkli.ii; thonglit Mr. Hull' should 
withdraw his motion and introduce the 
desired restrict ions in commit tee. 

Mu. Ht'.sTuii thought that .Mr. Hull' 
had only ilone his dnty in ojiposing the 
bill as he had done this afternoon, as 
that gentleman was plainly carrying out 
the wishes of his constituents almost 
unanitaously expressed at a public meet- 
ing in Alberni, He, however, would not 
oppose the bill, since as chairman of the 
private bills committee he had heard all 
the arguments urged on both sides and 
liad seen the radical amendments made 
to it there. 

Mi:. KiTiiKT also gratnlated Mr. Hull' 
u])on the able way in which he had 
chanii)ioned the rights of his e.onslitn- 
eiits in tliiH mattiM', though he would 
not ojipose the second reading, as if any 
seriou.s public inconvenience is propositi 
it can bo dealt with in committee. The 
bill he nuist say is now much more ai'- 
ceptable to the public than it was when 
introduced. 

Mil. CooT.'i thouglit that Mr. Huff ha. I 
probably made his motion without due 
consideration, as there are provisions in 
the bill to safeguard the rights of tlu^ 
citizens of Alberni. The main objeid, of 
the bill was he underslooil to obtain au- 
thority to generiite ele.Urioity for use in 
the gold iniiie.s which cannot be operated 
without it, a'ld he felt that he should 
vote for the second reading. 

lio.v. Mii. TiutNint said the govern- 
ment were in a j)eciiliar position with 
.respect to this bill as while the two 
.members for the district are strongly op- 
posed to it some deference is due to the 
private bills committee, who after a 
thorough inquiry bad amended the hill 
as "introduced and reported it to the 
house. He would like to see it read a 
second time, so that what further 
amendments are . required may be dis- 
cussed in committee. 

Mn. KrronENasamemberot the pri-. 



vate bills committee explained why he 
favored the second reading. 

Hon. Ool. Baiceb thought that the 
peojde of Alberni very probably were so 
strongly opposed to this bill un<ler the 
misapprehension that it firovidod for a 
monopoly, which is not the case. He 
himself had been led to lielieve that at 
the outsi't. ."^iiice the bill had been re- 
ported bv tlu^ ])rivatu bills committee 
ho thouglit it siioiild lie !-ead the secimd 
time. 

Ml!. CorroN pointe.l one that tlie 
private bills committee had preserved 
the natural water supply for the town 
of Alberni by striking out Rogers creek, 
wliiidi they were informed largely siij)- 
plied the wells of the town. .Since that 
bad been done he thought the bill should 
be read a second time. 

After further discussion the amend- 
ment was lost ami the bill was read a 
second time. 

CO-N'SoI.Tl)A'li;l) ItAILWAY lilM.. 

T'he order for the second reading of 
the Consolidati'd Railway and Light 
Coinpiuiy bill having been called, Mr. 
Sword asked a ruling from the chair as 
to wliether or not it is in order, on the 
ground as he contended, that it asks for 
powers not possessed by the companies 
consolidated and goes beyond the scope 
of the notices. Alter discussion the bill 
stood over to permit of a ruling on this 
point. 

Mu. SwoKD snbsei |uently gave his 
reasons in uritiiu:, as lollows: 
' "Section !S ;md (i provide for the com- 
pany clioosiiii; as to wlial parts ot the 
I'.. ('". railwav ac-t shall apply to llieiren- 
terprise. The courts have held that 
t his act iloes ai>ply, lint this decision is 
heiiiL: appealeil a'.'ain^l. Sect ion S pre- 
serves for the conipanv the rights these 
other companies inid, hut makes no pro- 
vision for this company assuming their 
obligations, e.g., Vuneoiiver Klectric 
Light Company and \'aiicouver .Street 
Railway Company have anti-Ohiiiese 
clauses. The powers of the Vancouver 
Street Railway Company and Westmin- 
ster Railway Company are confined to a 
di.stance of live miles from,each city. 
The North Vancouver Electric Com- 
pany's i)owors are limited to the vicinity 
of Buirard Inlet. They ar" to be in 
opei-ation to supply electricity witii- 
iii a limited time and are under 
obligations to sii'iply electricity 
to all requiring It within a certain dis- 
tance of other lines. The rights of the 
crown to the water tiouer are also re- 
served. Section :\r> seems to irive power 
to build another line between Westmin- 
ster and Vancouver; also gives the com- 
pany power to supply electricity. Sec- 
lion 3t) gives power to construct tele- 
grapli and teleiihone lines. Section 4-1 
takes the powers conferred on the North 
Vancouver electric company, but d<jes 
not make provision for the various lim- 
itations imposed on that company in 
their oriiiinal act and cha|)ter til, IS'J".', 
sec. 35-i)-7-S- 10. 

TIIF, (iOI.I) riKI.IiS CO. 

The order for the second readins of 
the Lillooet. Friiser River iV; Cariboo 
(iold Fields Co. bill being called, .Mr. 
Kilidien protested against the notice 
standing on the order paper of the fol- 
lowiii'.: motion in the name of Ciipt. Irv- 
iiii;, •.( b'j presented on motion to go in- 
to committee (jf the whole ; 

Tliat the I'lilNnviiif,' srcii.iii lie inserted in 
the saiil liill, I" Ir.' iiunihcnMl >rclioii 1, luid 
that till' nuinhcr.s of the sncceetiing sections 
lie chaiificd accordingly: 

"1. On niakinc application for leases, 
theconipauy sluill not be limited or con- 
tinediu any area, and the (^old eoniini.s- 
siiiiier to wlcmi any sucli application is 
niaile may . wit li the approval of 1 lie Lieu-

He said that this (danse was struck 
out by the private bilLs committee with 
the consent of the promoters of the bill 
w hen they were informed that otherwise 
the bill would not be reported at all. 
Under the circumstances he thought 
that it would be a breach of faith to at- 
tempt to have the clause re-inserted in 
the house. 

The Speaker pointed out that the time 
to hiing up llii- matter \vouiil lie on iiio- 
lion to ;_'o into Ciiiii 111] t tee, A brief dis- 
cussion 'oiik place, diiriii;; which -Mr. 
Williams and .Mr. llniiler expies>cil tlie 
opinion that no one except the niciiiher 
for Oassiar woulil vote for this amend- 
ment; and the bill was then read a sec- 
ond time. 

The bou«e again went into committee 
on the mechanics lien bill (.Mr. Helmek- 
en) with Mr. .Sword in the chair. .Vt 
the instance of Mr. McFherson the title 
was made to read " An act for the benefit 
of mechanics and laborers and material 
men " and tln^ bill was reported com- 
plete with amendments. 

The house went into committee on the 
wages bill (.M r. Kellie) with Mr. Rogers 
in the diair.

Whereas hy virtue of tho "Muuicdpal ^1 ct, 
l,s:i-J," and lUiieiHiiii^' .Vets, every Miiiiiciiiality 
may, umlcr tho eomlitions contained therein, 
uorrow- friaa any person such stiiu of money, 
not exeeedlnt; an amount eipiai to the total 
amount of ta.xes u|iou land or real property, as 
.shown hy tlie revised assessaionl roll of the 
Munielpality for (he year l.VCi, and hearing 
such rate of interest ns may he reiiuisite, lo 
meet the current legal i-xpeiuliturc of the Cor- 
poratioii which becomes iiayable out of the 
auiiual leveQUo before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes njioii 
hind and iiiipi-ineincuts or real prciperly, as 
shown hy the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality of the City of Victoria for the year 
1896, was »262,519.05: 

.Anil whereas to meet tho current legal c.\- 
pemlitiire (if the I'orponitiou of tlie City of Vic- 
toria for the year In'.ii) jinyaljlc nut oi the annual 
revenue Lielure such revenue for sueli year he- 
oniea payalde hy the taxpayers, it Is rec|iiisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding {120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the Oily of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lous:— 

Sec. 1. itshallbo lawlul for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit of the Bald Corporation from any person 
or persons, Arm or llrma, eorporalion or corpor- 
11 tiDns,wbo may be willing to advance the same, 
the sum of ?120,000 in such amounts and at sneli 
linie.s as, suhject as hereinafter provided, ilie 
siiine may, ill the opinion of the Mayor and the 
l-'iiuince Coiniiiitlee of the Council, be required, 
beiiriiii; interest at a rate not exceeding live per 
eeiiluni per iiiiiiiini.
